MEN BEFORE MUTSUHITO. 


They Prepared tho Way For the Lato 


Mikado—Martyrs to Reform. 


"With the death of Mikado Mutsuhlto 


the occidental mind turns to modern 
Japan, among irhose builders Mutsii- 
hito played so proinlucut a p«.rt with 
tlie efforts put forth during the forty- 
five yours of hla rei^n to raise his 
country to the level of tho great na- 
tions of the -world. Mutsuhito ivas but 
a few months old when Commodore 
Perry anchored his bquadron. lu the 
hfiy of Ycddo and by forcing a com- 
morclr.l trcrtty upon tbo tmwillJng Jap- 
anese opened the way for the modern- 
izing of a divided people whom feudal- 
ism was crushing1 with its unprogres- 
sivcncsa. 


Fourteen years nfter 
Commodore 


Perry's visit, when Mutsuhlto, the Son 
of tho Heavens, was crowned, Japan 
Ptlll bad ao railways, DO telegraph sys- 
iom, no nifiniffficturiD^r pJaDf.s, no navy, 
no system of education, no partici- 
pation by tho people m the govern- 
ment of the country. The boy emper- 
or began his relRu with a declaration, 
made of his own free will, that be 
would create a deliberative assembly, 
that ho would guarantee personal free- 
dom to all his subjects, that existing 
orl! customs would be abolished and 
that a new system, basfd on the study 
of the experience of other nations, 
would be inaugurated. 
All the pro- 


visions of this magua, charta of the 
right i and privileges of the Japanese 
people were in time carried out, and 
thoy formed thu foundation for the 
continued advancement of the country 
iu government, commerce und educa- 
tion. 
' 


But before the accession of Mutsu- 


hlio others bad advocated the intro- 
duction of reforms into Japan if the 
country wore to hold its own In the 
orient. Among1 the men who may be 
Failed tlie "builders of modern Japan" 
wore Trlnce Tokugawa, the last of the 
shojguns, who counseled bis followers 
to unite with the southern clans after 
fiettiuff thorn an example by resiLrninK 
his position: Sukuma Shozan, the lirst 
Japanese to adopt European costume, 
who advocated tho employment of Eu- 
ropean instructors In all branches of 
study; Fujlta Toko, who taught doc- 
trines of loynliy to tb.o real sovereign 
and constant preparation for national 
defense, and Yoshida Torajlro, a mar- 
tyr to reform, whose unfortunate but 
fruitful cnroer appealed so much to 
Cohort Louis Stevenson thai he made 
It known to tho Occident through, one 
of his essays.

Yoskihito Harunomiya, the one hun- 


dred and twenty-third male successor 
to the imperial throne of Japan, was 
born on Aug. 31, 1ST9- On bis eighth 


j birthday bo was nominated as beir 


apparent. 
He is the third son of 


Princess Tanigasvara, one of the eight 
princesses of noble blood who became 
members of the household of Mutsu- 
lilto when it was seen, that no heir 
was to be expected of Princess Ha- 
ruko, his wife and empress. The two 
elder brothers of Yoshihito died soon 
after birth. 


On being nominated heir apparent 


Yoshihito received the decoration ol 
the Grand Order of Merit and a com- 
mission as a colonel In the imperial 
royal guards. His education was se- 
cured at the school for members of 
the imperial family at Tokyo and com- 
prised modern training as well as thafc 
.of the 
old Japanese studies. 
He 


epeaks English, French and German. 
He is fond of outdoor exercise, partic- 
ularly horseback riding, and is said to 
be affable in conversation. 


In 1000 he married Princess Sada, 


his cousin, a daughter of Prince Kujo. 
Her family is one of the oldest in the 
empire and is easily traced back to 
650 A. D. They bare three children, 
the Prmccs Michi. AtsuandXem. The 
first named is now the heir apparent, 
nnd he is the first son. to have been, 
born cither to an empress or crown 
princess in many generations. 


Yoshihito "aas been a lieutenant gen- 


eral in the army nnd a vice admiral 
In the navy. His upbringing has been 
through the most notable time in the 
history of Japan, and the influence of 
his father's enlightened policy toward 
tho developments of bis kingdom and 
his attitude toward western icSeas may 
be presumed not. to bare been lost 
upon the young man. 


He is said to display a desire to 


maintain so raucn of ancient traditions 
as to no,"; interfere with that progress 
•which ho sees his country must ac- 
complish iC it is to retain its position 
iu the forefront of nations.
